A Historical Look At Pomps Pond 


Pompey Lovejoy’s One-Time Haunt Becomes Prime Summertime Spot 


By Cynthea Givens 

Any torrid day this summer will find a number of Andover residents 
relaxing and being refreshed at Pomps Pond, located off Abbot Street. 
Buried in the woods of Recreation Park, the pond offers relief from heat all 
summer. But if Pomps is a present source of comfort, it is also a pond with 
an interesting and varied past. 

If James Michener were to write a story including Pomps Pond’s past, he 
would surely begin with the Ice Age, when all of New England was covered 
with glaciers. The pond, as we know it, was probably formed by glacial ice 
hundreds, and sometimes thousands, of feet thick. As it flowed over the area 
it filled cracks in the earth’s surface where it could be trapped by sand and 
gravel. When the ice later melted, a pond was created. 

Any discussion of Pomps Pond’s past will surely include some question 
about the origin of its name. Was there actually a person named Pomp who 
owned the pond at some time? Yes and no: although the land was owned by 
John Foster, a former slave named Pompey Lovejoy inhabited a cabin on 
land near the pond. The former servant of Capt. William Lovejoy, Pompey 
married Rose, former servant of Mr. Foster, in 1751. They made and served 
election cake and root beer for voters from their cabin on town meeting day. 
Record shows that Pomp was still alive in 1824 and was said to be more than 
100 years old. 

The City Missionary Society of Boston leased a portion of the land

adjacent to Pomps Pond in the early part of this century and used it as Camp 


Andover. 


In 1923 it was suggested that a public beach be created at the pond. The 
sum of $931.06 was raised and provided for clearing part of the shore, setting 


up a raft for diving and two tents and hiring two lifeguards. The beach 
opened Aug. 1 and frequently accommodated 100 people a day, a number 


that made the need for a town swimming facility evident. The following year 
an article in the town warrant asking for $2,000 for Pomps Pond was passed 


without opposition. 


Many improvements occurred in the years following the pond’s beginning 
as a public beach. A first bathhouse was erected; the beach was lengthened; 


a springboard diving board was added to the raft; and town water was 
brought down to make toilets, a bubbler, etc., possible. The present 
bathhouse was built in part with the aid of federal funds. 


Many longtime Andover residents have fond memories of Pomps Pond. In 
a time when every household did not have a car and visits to the seashore 
were not an easy day trip, Pomps provided a wonderful place for youngsters 


to find enjoyment and relief from summer temperatures. Back then the 


pond closed at 8 p.m., though it would remain open longer on an extremely 


hot night. Boardwalk steps led down to the water. 


Child Care Site Under Construction 


National Development Associates 
Inc. has begun construction on a 
child care pavilion at New England 
Business Center in Andover. The pa- 
vilion, to be operated by Bright Hori- 
zons Children’s Centers, will be the 
first free-standing, custom-de- 
signed, child care facility built in an 
office park in Andover. 

Theodore Tye, senior vice presi- 
dent of NDAI, was instrumental in 
securing the agreement with the 
town of Andover to build the facility. 
“National Development wants to 
meet the increasing need of working 
parents to have work-site day care 
available,’ Mr. Tye said. ‘‘Child 
care is becoming an extremely im- 
portant issue, both to employers and 
employees. Many of the major busi- 
nesses in the area are seeking cor- 
porate locations with available child 
care.” 

“It is evident that child care cen- 
ters are needed in industrial centers 
in Andover,” said Town Planner 
Laura Hill. ‘“‘The town amended by- 
laws in April of 1987 to allow child 


care centers in all zoning areas in an 
effort to stimulate their establish- 
ment.” 

Expected to open Sept. 1, Bright 
Horizons will provide care for ap- 
proximately 80 children, with first 
priority given to New England Busi- 
ness Center employees. Space has 
also been reserved for residents of 
Andover. 

Centrally located in the park on 
the edge of a conservation area, the 
5,000-square-foot facility will be di- 
rectly accesible from New England 
Business Center Drive. 

Steffian Bradley Associates Inc. 
designed the unique facility to stand 
apart from the office buildings, yet 
fit into the park’s overall architec- 
ture. Bright Horizons will feature a 
peaked roof and additional New En- 
gland architecture, while brick col- 
umns will tie the building in with the 
office structures in New England 
Business Center, said Bright Hori- 
zons staff members. 

The interior will include a parent 
reception area and large, open class-

Realizing A Dream 


Man Donates Expertise TO Prospective Home For Retarded Adults 


His philosophy, “‘can do and what is 
impossible only takes a little longer,” has 
served 70-year-old Larry Hannan well. 
According to the longtime Andover resi- 
dent, he has applied this motto to every- 
thing he does. 

Mr. Hannan recently applied it and his 
construction talents to his current pet 
project, the home purchased by Creative 
Living Inc. in Andover. The home has 
been the culmination of years of dedica- 
tion by Mr. Hannan and other board 
members of Creative Living, a local, non- 
profit group that seeks to establish inno- 
vative residences for retarded adults. 

Mr. Hannan and other parents, family 
members and friends of retarded adults 
have been striving to purchase property 
and develop a program for retarded 
adults who have always lived at home. 
Creative Living members want to set up a 
home that will ensure that retarded 
adults will be cared for when their paren- 
ts or family are no longer able to do so. 

Although Mr. Hannan’s retarded adult 
daughter, Mary Gail, has lived in another 
local residence for retarded adults for the 
past eight years and will not live in the 
Creative Living home, Mr. Hannan has 


devoted much of the last two years to 
helping other families find a similar al- 
ternative. 

“My wife and I know how it feels to 
worry about the welfare of a retarded 
child,’”’ Mr. Hannan said. ‘‘As parents 
who were getting older, we worried what 
would happen if we suddenly became un- 
able to care for our daughter. I want to 
make it easier for others and hope my 
work with Creative Living will help.’ 

And work he does. Since the group first 
began investigating the possibilities of 
the 4.5-acre site complete with house and 
garage, Mr. Hannan visited the property 
with other Creative Living members of- 
ten. He was instrumental in determining 
if and how the property would fit the 
group’s needs. He investigated zoning 
and building codes, met with building in- 
spectors and made an assessment of what 
needed to be done to meet standards for 
the Creative Living program. 

Since the purchase, Mr. Hannan and 
Creative Living members Al Gaudette, 
Fred Ruggiero, Ralph Parotta and Hy- 
man Salkovitz have worked twice a week 
making small renovations and working 
with the architect to ready the house for 
larger renovations. 

“The house is a_turn-of-the-century 
farm house with four large bedrooms and 
plenty of living space,” explains Mr. Han- 
nan, beaming as if it were his own. ‘“‘We 
are readying the house for a respite pro- 
gram which will allow clients to live there 
for brief periods of time.’ 

So far, Mr. Hannan says, the group has 
repaired windows and a front porch and 
is now coordinating the addition of a fire 
escape and a new porch. But they could 
always use extra help. “‘We welcome the 
help of contractors or handymen who 
could volunteer their expertise for some 
of the larger projects,’ Mr. Hannan said. 

Since his interest in construction first 
began to grow during a three-year World 
War II stint with the Seabees, the U.S. 
military’s construction battalion, Mr. 
Hannan has used the construction skills 
and added other handiwork skills that 
have kept him busy over the years. 

Mr. Hannan has renovated and re- 
paired his own homes, including a 10- 
room house. He repairs and finishes fur- 
niture, canes chairs, makes picture 
frames, enjoys occasional wood carving, 
upholsters furniture and creates stained 
glass. He attributes many of these skills 
to adult education courses he completed 
before his retirement from Andover’s 
Converse Rubber Co. in 1977 after 40 
years. 

Mr. Hannan has served as president of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society of St. Au- 
gustine Church in Andover for the past 
two years. The group is active in raising 
funds and other necessities for the needy. 
Last year he retired after serving 37 
years as a part-time Andover auxiliary 
police officer.

Country Club Abuttor 
Receives Threatening Mail 


Man Leads Group Against Club Expansion

A member of a neighborhood group 
fighting to limit services offered to the 
public at the Andover Country Club re- 
ceived a threatening letter last week. 

The letter, addressed to Richard Trit- 
ter and his wife, Marcy, of 5 Haskell 
Road, read, in part: “You are nothing but 
an envious trouble maker....Take your 
few real supporters and jump in the 
lake—be sure to put on cement shoes. No 
one will miss you. 

“Stop this hateful rabble rousing....be- 
me it turns on you and your property suf- 
ers.” 

It was signed: ‘‘A neighbor who says it 
as it is.” 

Mr. Tritter said he received the hand- 
written letter in the mail a few days after 
he and other country club abuttors and 
neighbors, who call themselves Friends 
of Andover Country Club, went before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals on April 6 to 
state their case, 

The group says the club and its owner, 
Yvon Cormier, have violated previous 
ZBA provisions establishing guidelines 
for expansion. The 1982 guideline that 
concerns the group most are “‘...that the 
scope of service offered by the club stay 
substantially the same as it is at the pre- 
sent time.” 


Mr. Tritter said his first reaction to the 
letter was disbelief and anger. “I couldn’t 
believe such slimy and behind-the-scenes 
behavior in Andover,” he said. 

In February, 1984, ZBA granted Mr. 
Cormier a special permit to renovate and 
expand the third story of the present 
building for 14 to 16 additional guest 
rooms, bringing the total number of per- 
mitted guestrooms to 26. 

In October of 1986, Building Inspector 
Sam DeSalvo gave permission in a letter 
to Mr. Cormier’s lawyer for a public res- 
taurant at the club.

Educators Blast

Educators called the governor’s pro- 
posed ‘‘open enrollment” plan ‘‘an abdi- 
cation of the state’s responsibility to 
address the problems of the common- 
wealth’s most troubled school districts.” 

The proposal, which would allow stu- 
dents to register across school districts, 
would result in a loss of state education 
aid from “sending” districts for each stu- 
dent who attends an out-of-school district. 

Senate President William Bulger last 
year sponsored the open enrollment bill 
that did not get to first base. This year he 
is behind the proposed student and fiscal 
swap. The Senate Education Committee 
has postponed its decision until Septem-

Random Comments 


Some random comments this week on some of the 
happenings in Andover, such as: 

Doesn't it seem about time that the SHED issue was 
put to rest and the project allowed to proceed as 
approved at the annual town meeting? 

Certainly there can be some concern for the project’s 
neighbors who are affected by the placing of the porta- 
ble classrooms at the Shawsheen School site in order to 
continue the Shawsheen Extended Day Care program. 

But town meeting gave its approval to the proposal; 
thus, it is something the town and the neighborhood will 
have to live with. 

The latest effort to block the project comes from 
some neighbors who have researched the deed and 
found that the land for the school was given by William 
M. Wood for school purposes. The neighbors further 
claim that SHED is not a school purpose, thus, should 
not be allowed. 

Under such circumstances one could possibly argue 
that the town was in violation of the terms of the deed 
when the building was converted to school administra- 
tive offices. 

When Mr. Wood deeded the town the land for $1 and 
also contributed funding for the design and construction 
of the Shawsheen School, it seems his intent was that 
the property be dedicated to educational use, which it 
has over the years. 

To argue that the SHED program is not an educatio- 
nal use is a somewhat shallow contention. While it is a 
private use of the property aided by public funding, 
there are some educational advantages for those able to 


participate in the program. 

Another point being discussed by those opposed to 
SHED is the appearance of a heat pump on the roof of 
the proposed building. 

It would seem that this concern certainly is within the 
realm of compromise between the town and the neigh- 
bors. 

True, it might be unsightly to the abuttors, but there 
should be room for discussion and accommodation of 
the concerns of the neighborhood. 

Doubtless, neighbors would be much more pleased if 
the building were elsewhere in town. 

But the community made a decision at town meeting, 
and it seems that working together, the neighborhood 
concerns can be responded to and the program allowed 
to move ahead. 


On another note, it seems appropriate to mention that | | 


long-range planning puts Andover in a rather enviable 
position this year. 

Many communities are already having water short- 
ages, but this town seems to be in a good position 
thanks to a master plan for the town’s water system 
that resulted in the construction of a water treatment 
plant to take advantage of a prime resource, the Merri- 
mack River. 

The overall project was costly, but undertaken a little 
at a time. The result is that, according to Director of 
Public Works Robert McQuade, Andover’s water 
supply does not seem to be in jeopardy despite the 
area’s suffering through the first major drought in 
many years.

It was voted to increase the salary of 
the town clerk from $50 to $150 a year 
and the treasurer from $200 to $300.

Officer Gillespie took a ball from the 
boys on Saturday afternoon, while they 
were playing baseball, the lamp in the 
center having been broken by it.

50 Years Ago — April 1939 

Ground has been broken this week 
for a new dormitory at Abbot Acade- 
my. The new building, made possible 
by a gift of Mrs. Emily F. Abbey Gill of 
Springfield, will accommodate twenty- 
six students and six teachers. 

Of brick construction and colonial in 
design, the dormitory is the first step 
in the development plan for the Acade- 
my which it is hoped will be realized by 
means of the Second Century Fund. 

Abbot Academy opened for its first 
session on May 6, 1829, so that it is now 
one hundred and ten years old. 

The original building, Abbot Hall, is 
not only still in use, but is the most 


beautiful building on the grounds.

Now that the budget is in the 
Senate’s court, I spent some 
time tabulating all the letters 
and calls that I received. 
Eighty-five percent of these 
came from Andover and 15 per- 
cent came from Lawrence. The 
results are as follows:

“Read my lips’’—28 

More funds for education—60 

a) State colleges and uni- 
versities—20 

b) Kindergarten through 
12th grade public schools—40 

Restore funding for Arts and 
Humanities Council—40 

Hospitals (add Medicaid

Other (increase line-items 
for local aid, housing, state ar- 
mories, mental health, human 
service salaries, prisons, 
etc. )—25.

Appreciative 
Of Andover 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Almost exactly a year ago, not 
fully appreciating it at the time, I 
came home to Andover. 

Moving here from Brookline had 
appeared a simple matter of accom- 
modating the reality that my bride 
and her children were already set- 
tled members of this community. 
My relocation was a very small 
price to pay for becoming part of a 
loving and accepting family. 

Any misgivings I had at the time 
were minor and related to moving 
into an unknown community. Four 
decades ago, I had spent some brief 
school vacations at my grandpa- 
rents’ home on Andover Street in 
Ballardvale. My parents had also 
briefly owned a summer cottage 
(before Route 93 bulldozed it into 
oblivion) near the Wilmington bor- 
der. But 40 years of time and travel 
had dimmed those memories until 
Andover, for me, became an almost 
unknown entity. 

That has changed during the past 
year. I will be the first to acknowl- 
edge that my greater comfort owes 
less to my efforts than to the warmth 
and character of a remarkable com- 
munity. Perhaps two examples will 
suffice. 

I’ve received an enormous amount 
of patient help from the town clerk’s 
office, the town library and the And- 
over Historical Society in my decid- 
edly amateur genealogical research. 
Their effort and initiative enabled 


me to discover that my family’s 
roots in Andover go back some five 
generations. This still identifies me 
as a very recent immigrant com- 
pared to many families here. Yet, 
there is some feeling of belonging 
that comes with knowing of my fam- 
ily’s modest presence here through 
the generations. 

They came here from Scotland, a 
mother and her four children, in the 
mid-1800s. Here they contributed 
their blue collar labor. They mar- 
ried in Andover churches and edu- 
cated their children in its schools. 
Here they lived and loved and died. 
Seeing their homes and _ their 
gravesites increases the kinship I 
feel with them and the community 
they cherished. 

Certainly a sense of tradition adds 
texture to a community and a knowl- 
edge of family history can help an 
individual develop historical appre- 
ciation and perspective. However, 
neither an individual nor a town can 
safely afford to live in the past. 

My second reason for appreciating 
Andover concerns my wife’s chil- 
dren. Through the opportunity they 
have given me to become involved in 
their lives, I’ve had occasion to see 
how Andover prepares for the future 
through facilities like SHED, And- 
over Community Child Care, Ban- 
croft Elementary School and 
Andover High School. 

To any parent, a child is a personi- 
fication of faith in the future, a lega- 
cy of love, an_ irrevocable 
affirmation of an adult belief that a 
full and fulfilling life will be possible 
for that child. The emphasis that 
Andover places on educational pro- 
grams for its young people suggests 
that this community’s children will 
be unusually well prepared for what- 
ever challenges the future offers. 

Seeing these educational pro- 
grams only confirms in my mind the 
widsdom of my great-great-grand- 
mother’s decision to settle here in 
Andover with her children almost 
150 years ago. 

It’s good to be home.

“Here (in Massachusetts), Proposition 
2% limits local revenues, and the state 
provides an inadequate revenue base. 
Massachusetts can’t replicate the Minne- 
sota plan...it’s out of touch with the sever- 
ity of the fiscal crisis facing 
Massachusetts public education,’ Ms. 
Bacon said. 

Andover Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Kenneth Seifert, who was part of a com- 
mittee formed to study the Minnesota 
plan, says he dosen’t feel the legislation 
will get any further this time than it did 
last year. 

In order for the plan to be effective in 
Massachusetts, Seifert said, an even 
swap of students and money would have 
to be created. On average, each ‘‘send- 
ing’’ school would lose $2,000 in state edu- 
cation aid for each full-time student 


registered in another district. 
“This plan is not realistic...it has no 
perceived benefit, ’’ Seifert said.
